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Occasionally  a billow  of  black  smoke  erupts  from  the  smoke  stack  of 
the  BYU  Central  Heating  Plant,  as  happened  yesterday  about  3 p.m. 
The  reason  for  the  cloud  was  “a  problem  in  the  boiler”  according  to  a 
Physical  Plant  spokesman  who  refused  to  elaborate  on  the  cause. 


Money  the  reason 

Housing  shift  hits  wards

Housing  for  BYU  students  is  a lucrative 
business  that  threatens  to  endanger  Provo 
LDS  stakes . 

Each  year  bulldozers  remove  a number 
of  Provo  residences  to  clear  the  way  to 
construct  more  apartments.  Each  year  the 
Provo  wards  near  campus  get  smaller. 

“Rents  are  consistently  going  up,”  said 
a Provo  savings  and  loan  official.  “I 
should  say  right  now  the  desire  of 
builders  to  build  apartments  is  pretty 
high  and  getting  higher.” 

Terming  the  problem  a “very  serious 
one,”  Utah  Stake  President  Fred.  L. 
Markham  indicated  that  the  situation  is  a 
matter  of  economics,  both  in  the 
construction  of  apartments  and  in  the 
rental  of  individual  houses  to  students. 

“When  the  older  residents  die,  their 
children  rent  to  students  rather  than 
renting  to  other  families.  We  have  a whole 
series  of  such  houses  all  up  and  down 
University  Ave.”  said  Markham.  “If  the 
survivors  sell  a house,  those  who  buy  it 
develop  it  for  student  housing.” 

Gradually  Provo  residents  are  being 
replaced  by  higher-rent-paying  BYU 


students.  Since  most  of  these  attend 
campus  wards,  city  wards  near  campus 
are  experiencing  a continuing  depletion 
of  older  members. 

The  youth  in  the  Fourth  Ward 
numbered  so  few  last  year  that  it 
combined  its  MIA  with  another  ward  in 
the  same  situation.  “We  had  three  girls  in 
MIA,”  said  Boyden.  The  combined  troop 
totaled  five  scouts  last  year.  “We  don’t 
have  any  this  year  in  our  ward.  ” 

Boyden  said  his  ward  presently  is  made 
up  of  married  students  and  of  older 
families  whose  children  have  grown  up. 

“The  problem  in  these  wards  is  to  have 
a sufficient  number  of  young  people  who 
can  fill  ward  assignments,”  said  Roy  W. 
Doxey,  dean  of  the  College  of  Religious 
Instruction  and  former  president  of  the 
Provo  Stake.  “Therefore  it  would  seem  to 
me  that  a concerted  effort  should  be 
made  to  include  young  married  couples 
to  affiliate  with  those  off-campus  wards.” 

However,  despite  problems  and 
difficulties,  most  Provoans  are  grateful  to 
have  students  here.  “They  are  thankful 
that  the  students  are  here,  and  everyone 
wants  them,”  continued  Dean  Doxey.

ACCORDING  to  Russel  Grange,  Provo 
i ty  commissioner,  there  is  some  conflict 
"tween  committee  members  as  to  who 
ould  receive  the  survey  grant. 

“I  feel  that  BYU  is  the  only  one 
lalified  and  capable  to  carry  out  such  a 
soject.  However,  some  committee 
a embers  feel  that  the  survey  should  be 


conducted  by  the  minorities  and 
community  action  groups,”  said  Grange. 

“The  survey  will  allow  us  to  eliminate 
much  of  the  duplicated  work  carried  out 
by  some  of  the  county  agencies.  For 
example,  right  now  there  are  16 
organizations  attempting  to  recruit 
industry  to  Utah  county,”  he  remarked. 

The  preliminary  report  presented  to  the 
committee  identified  fifteen  areas  of 
concern  according  to  John  Levanger,  who 
with  Jensen  and  Miller  compiled  the 
report.  The  1970  census  lists  family 
income  averages  in  Utah  county  as 
$8,359  while  the  state  median  average  is 
$9,320. 

Poverty  level  families  are  also 
significantly  high  in  Utah  County. 
Whereas  Salt  Lake’s  below  poverty  level 
families  number  7.5  per  cent,  Utah 
County’s  are  listed  as  1 1 .7  per  cent. 


THE  COUNTY  is  faced  with  low  wages, 
according  to  information  taken  from  the 


Industrial  Service  Unit  of  Provo 
Employment.  This,  in  turn  contributes  to 
the  high  rate  of  migration  of  educated 
youth  out  of  the  county,  a major  area  of 
concern  listed  by  the  study.  Another 
factor  influencing  this  outflux  is  the  lack 
of  employment  opportunities.  Using  a 
participation  rate,  determined  by  the 
population  14  and  above  divided  by  the 
labor  force,  Utah  was  significantly  below 
the  state  average.  This  also  indicates  a 
very  large  available  labor  force. 

With  lack  of  employment 
opportunities,  it  is  not  surprising  to  note 
an  increase  in.  the  unemployment  rate 
from  1970  to  1971,  a rate  significantly 
higher  than  the  national  average. 

The  report  concludes  that  the  county 
lacks  a diversified  economic  base  with 
BYU  and  Geneva  listed  as  the  two  central 
employers  in  the  area.  No  other 
organization  in  the  county  lists  as  many 
as  500  employees  while  BYU  and  Geneva 
listed  several  thousand  each. 

“This  lack  of  a diversified  ecnomic  base 


leaves  few  industries  to  share  the  tax 
burden  since  BYU  doesn’t  pay  this,” 
Levanger  states. 

Industrial  sites  in  the  county  as  well  as 
financial  resources  were-  listed  as  major 
areas  of  defficiencies  in  the  report  to  the 
committee.  A lack  of  available  venture 
capital  has  often  forced  those  needing 
loans  to  go  to  west  coast  banks. 

Urban  encroachment  on  agricultural 
lands  has  also  contributed  to  the  county’s 
economic  difficulties.  Levanger  sited  the 
example  of  Orem  fruit  orchards  losing 
out  to  industrial  development,  as  a case  in 
point. 

The  other  agricultural  problem  needing 
study,  according  to  the  report  is 
over-grazing  of  land.  Farmers  in  Utah 
County  have  allowed  sheep  to  do  this  to 
the  point  of  severe  soil  depletion. 

The  report  names  several  rural  areas  of 
the  county  which  are  served  by 
inadequate  water  and  sewer  systems.  It 
lists  some  communities  as  having  no 
running  water  at  all. 

“Recreational  facilities  in  the  county 
are  often  left  undeveloped  when  in  fact 
they  might  serve  to  add  economic 
strength  to  the  county,”  Levanger 
explains. 

The  final  area  of  cpncern  in  the  report 
sites  lack  of  administrative  and 
management  machinery  necessary  to  deal 
with  these  problems. 

Although  many  OEDP  committee 
members  felt  the  list  too  general,  it  was 
accepted  on  the  grounds  that  it  not  be 
considered  as  the  county’s  entire  set  of 
economic  deficiencies.

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Student  representation 

Committee  seats  upped 


Student  representation  on 
University  committees  has  been 
upped  to  4 1 seats  this  year,  with 
nine  committees  opening  up  to 
student  representation  for  the 
first  time. 

Bill  Fillmore,  ASBYU  president, 
reports  that  19  of  these  41  are  not 
elected  officials.  Some  committee 
seats  are  filled  by  virtue  of  an 
elected  office.  Others  may  be 
filled  by  vice  president  designees 
or  by  presidential  appointment. 

Student  committee  members 
hold  full  committee  status.  This 
enables  them  to  vote  and 
participate  in  all  functions  of 
committee  work. 

“Actually,  the  students  have  a 
big  job  ahead  of  them  when  they 
accept  a position  like  this,” 
Fillmore  explains.  “If  they  do  not 
take  an  active  role  on  the 
committee,  they  have  defeated 
the  whole  purpose  of  having  a 
student  representative  there.  More 
is  expected  of  them.” 

Student  government  officials 
have  initiated  another  policy  this 
year  that  states  that  all 
appointments  must  also  be 
ratified  by  a three  fourths  vote  of 
the  Executive  Council.  President 
Dallin  Oaks  does  however,  reserve 
the  right  to  appoint  student 
representatives  to  committees.

Speaker  defends  capitalism 


Speaking  before  Tuesday’s 
Forum  assembly,  Dr.  George  J. 
Stigler,  Professor  of  Economics  at 
the  University  of  Chicago, 
defended  capitalism  and  private 
enterprise,  and  denounced 
incompetent  reform. 

Opening  his  address,  Dr.  Stigler 
said,  “The  American  economy  is 
suffering  from  a large  number  of 
wastes  and  inequities  which  have 
been  imposed  upon  us  by 
well-meaning  but  incompetent 
reformers.” 

• He  went  on  to  say,  “Unless  and 
until  we  learn  which  kinds  of 
reforms  are  unwise  and  harmful 
we  shall  continue  to  witness  the 
struggle  between  the  ignorant 
reformers  and  the  prejudiced 
anti-reformers.” 

Dr.  Stigler  said  he  admired 
capitalism  and  private  enterprise 
as  a method  of  organizing 
economic  lives.  He  pointed  out  it 
is  an  efficient  way  of  raising  the 
standard  of  living  of  a people. 

In  defense  of  the  two  concepts, 


Dr.  Stigler  said  denunciation  of 
private  enterprise  is  a major 
industry,  and  capitalism  is  used  as 
a whipping-boy  for  the  faults  of 
others  . 

In  discussing  reform 
movements,  Dr.  Stigler  compared 
the  pre-World  War  I movements  to 
those  with  which  we  are  familiar 
today. 

During  those  years  there  were 
attacks  on  monopolies, 
established  institutions  such  as 
banks  and  insurance  companies, 
and  the  U.S.  Senate,  he  explained. 

Today’s  reformers,  said  Dr. 
Stigler,  are  Ralph  Nader  and 
organizations  which  attack  the 
large  companies  and  established 
institutions. 

According  to  Dr.  Stigler, 
regulatory  bodies  such  as  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission,  which 
were  organized  to  protect  the 
people,  have  failed.  Instead  they 
have  become  the  instruments  by 
which  the  very  industries  they 
were  supposed  to  control  have 
exploited  the  people.

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New  Ancient  America 
flick  released  by  Y 


A 24-minute  motion  picture 
depicting  the  ruins  of  ancient 
civilizations  in  Mexico,  Guatemala 
and  Peru  has  been  released  by  the 
BYU  Department  of  Motion 
Picture  Production. 

The  full-color,  16-mm  movie 
titled  “Ancient  America  Speaks,” 
is  the  first  of  a series  designed  to 
illustrate  the  background,  history 
and  content  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  according  to  Dr.  Paul  R. 
Cheesman,  director  of  the 
Institute  of  Book  of  Mormon 
Studies  at  BYU.  The  Institute  is 
sponsor  for  the  film  series. 

“IT  IS  NOT  the  intent  of 
‘Ancient  America  Speaks’  to 
prove  the  Book  of  Mormon 
archaeologically,”  Dr.  Cheesman 
stated.  “Instead,  its  purpose  is  to 
show  possible  similarities  between 
the  ancient  cultures  of  the  New 
World  and  the  cultures  of  the  Old 
World  across  the  ocean.”  The 
Book  of  Mormon  maintains  that 
early  inhabitants  of  North, 
Central,  and  South  American 
civilizations  originally  came  from 
the  eastern  hemisphere. 

Dr.  Cheesman,  who  appears  in 
the  movie  as  narrator,  said  the 
filming  crew  worked  five  weeks 
on  location  mostly  in  Mexico, 
Guatemala,  and  Peru  to  shoot 
ruins  of  pyramids,  temples, 
highways,  irrigation  systems, 


cities,  tombs,  and  artifacts  which 
were  part  of  the  ancient  Maya, 
Aztec,  Toltec,  Inca,  Chimu, 
Chavin  and  other  cultures. 

Elizabeth  Waldo  of  Los  Angeles 
created  special  musical  effects  for 
the  production  by  playing  ancient 
instruments  from  her  authentic 
pre-Columbian  musical 
instruments  collection.

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Youth:  rocking  the  vote 

Approximately  one  fifth  of  the  potential  voters  in  the  presidential 
election  are  new  at  the  job. 

They  are  25  million  men  and  women  aged  18  through  24  who  were 
not  eligible  to  vote  in  1968. 

Together  with  the  other  under-30  voters  they  constitute  a powerful 
youth  bloc,  able  to  determine  who  wins  in  November  in  an  otherwise 
close  election.  Local  officials  have  already  stated  the  youth  vote  in 
Provo  had  the  deciding  vote  in  the  recent  county  elections. 

Nationally  they  once  were  thought  to  be  George  McGovern’s 
ace-in-the-hole,  but  indications  are  they  are  just  as  divided  as  the  rest  of 
the  voters  and  in  about  the  same  proportions.  The  latest  Gallup  Poll  of 
voters  under  30  shows  Nixon  ahead  61  to  36  per  cent,  surprisingly  close 
to  the  64  to  30  per  cent  lead  the  same  poll  gives  him  among  all  voters. 

McGovern  aides  are  hoping  the  polls  are  wrong  and  point  to  large 
crowds  of  young  people  greeting  the  candidate  at  his  campaign  stops  as 
proof. 

There  are  facts  beneath  the  surface  of  the  statistics  which  should  be 
considered.  A higher  portion  of  students  register  than  non-students,  and 
McGovern  claims  them  as  some  of  his  strongest  supporters.  However, 
non-students  outnumber  students  at  least  four  to  one. 

Whatever  the  final  result,  both  Democrats  and  Republicans  will  have 
made  considerable  effort  winning  youth  to  their  side. 

In  both  parties,  young  volunteers  are  being  requested  to  get  their 
contemporaries  registered,  to  the  polls,  and  to  vote  for  the  right  man. 
As  might  be  expected,  the  Democrats  are  focusing  on  the  poor  of  the 
inner  cities,  while  the  Republicans  are  concentrating  on  the  middle  class 
in  the  suburbs.

Angela  Davis,  one  of  few  living  martyrs  of  radical  politics  in  America, 
won’t  budge. 

•When  she  landed  in  Moscow  recently  she  immediately  asserted  that 
her  acquittal  last  June  on  a murder  conspiracy  charge  in  California  was 
due  to  an  international  sympathy  campaign  launched  on  her  behalf  by 
Russia.  And  she  has  been  saying  the  same  since. 

Thus  Miss  Davis,  an  avowed  Communist,  still  refuses  to  concede  the 
possibility  of  a far  simpler  explanation  for  her  freedom-namely,  she 
happened  to  get  a fair  decision  by  an  honest  jury  following  a well 
conducted  trial. 

This  dubious  inflexibility,  however,  becomes  downright  foolishness 
when  Miss  Davis  takes  the  Soviet  Union  to  her  bosom.  Given  her 
concern  for  “political  prisoners,”  she  must  realize  that  probably  no 
other  nation  in  the  world  has  disposed  of  more  political  desirables  with 
such  scant  due  process  of  law,  using  everything  from  banishment  to 
Siberian  work  camps  to  imprisonment  in  mental  hospitals.  Her’s  was  a 
sad  performance. 


Bicycling 
in  Provo 
need  not  be 
so  fined 


Currently  the  BYU  student  body  is  annually  bearing  the  brunt  of 
more  than  $17,000  in  fines  for  not  having  Provo  City  licenses  on  their  « 
bikes  and  the  situation  could  be  corrected  by  an  ordinance  change  that 
has  already  been  recommended  by  the  City  Attorney. 

The  problem  centers  on  the  fact  that  registration  tags  issued  by  BYU  * 
Security  are  not  accepted  by  the  Provo  ordinance  as  fulfilling  the 
requirements,  however,  they  are  supposedly  for  the  same  purpose; 
aiding  in  the  identification  of  a lost  or  stolen  bike. 

Glenn  Ellis,  Provo  City  Attorney,  has  recommended  that  the  code  be  L 
changed  to  make  BYU  Security  an  authorized  agency  for  issuing  the  |j 
city  licenses.  If  this  step  were  taken  it  would  eliminate  the  need  for  the  |rjK 
current  BYU  registration  system  and  lessen  the  number  of  students  in  J ?. 
violation. 

According  to  Mayor  Verl  Dixon,  the  change  is  now  being  studied  but  f 
while  the  study  continues  between  20  and  30  citations  a day  are 
ticketed  for  not  having  the  Provo  city  tags. 

A moratorium  on  tickets  should  be  established  until  the  new 
ordinance  is  drafted.  And  the  Provo  City  Commission  should  enact  the 
ordinance  recommended  by  the  city  attorney  immediately.

Kadera  told  police  that  Ott  told 
him  he  was  having  some  personal 
problems  and  later  asked  to  visit 
the  Kennedy  gravesite,  police  said. 

Kadera  could  not  be  reached  for 
comment. 

Police  said  Kadera  did  not  see 
the  stabbing,  which  took  place  in 
front  of  several  people,  but 
Kadera  took  Ott  to  the  hospital.

Cougar  football  prestige 
climbed  another  step  upward  this 
weekend  as  defensive  captain  Dan 
Hansen  was  tabbed  Western 
Athletic  Conference  “defensive 
back  of  the  week.” 

Hansen,  who  won  the  award 
twice  last  year,  was  credited  with 
five  unassisted  tackles,  seven 
assisted  tackles,  one  tackle  for 
minus  yardage  and  one  pass 
deflection  in  BYU’s  victory  over 
Kansas  State  Saturday  night. 

Hansen,  and  his  defensive 
cohorts  limited  the  Wildcats  to 
only  68  plays  and  allowed  the 
K-Staters  inside  the  BYU  20-yard 
line  only  twice  in  the  entire  game. 

Other  nominees  included  Pat 
Rogers,  a junior  linebacker  from 
New  Mexico  who  had  six 
unassisted  tackles  and  one  pass 
interception  in  a 55-20  victory 
over  New  Mexico  State;  Bruce 
Kirby,  senior  linebacker  from 
Arizona  State  who  blocked  a 
Houston  punt  and  recovered  it  to 
set  up  an  ASU  score. in  a 33-28 
nationally-televised  victory;  and 
Bob  Crum,  senior  defensive  end  at 
Arizona,  who  was  singled  out  for 


putting  pressure  on  Oregon  passer 
Dan  Eouts  in  Oregon’s  34-7 
victory  over  Arizona. 

This  week’s  WAC  offensive 
player  of  the  week  went  to 
Arizona  State’s  Woody  Green. 

Against  the  University  of 
Houston,  Green  carried  the  ball 
36  times  for  195  yards  and  a 
touchdown. 

The  9.5  sprinter,  who  led  the 
WAC  in  rushing  as  a sophomore 
last  year  with  1 ,209  yards,  carried 
the  ball  six  times  on  third  or 
fourth  down,  short  yardage 
situations  and  was  successful  five 
times. 

Other  nominees  for  the  award 
were  Pete  VanValkenburg,  BYU 
tailback,  Fred  Henry,  senior 
halfback  from  New  Mexico  and 
University  of  Arizona’s  senior 
fullback  Marty  Shuford. 

VanValkenburg  gained  164 
yards  in  16  attempts  with  his 
longest  gainer  being  a 59-yafd 
draw  play.

Practices  for  the  BYU  baseball 
got  under  way  with  the  beginning 
of  fall  semester,  but  for  ten 
returning  lettermen,  baseball 
never  ended  from  last  spring. 

It  wasn’t  long  after  BYU  played 
its  last  game  last  spring  when  Dave 
Coon,  catcher  and  outfielder,  and 
Mark  Brown,  outfielder,  headed 
for  Grand  Junction,  Colo.,  to  play 
for  a collegiate  team  considered 
one  of  the  best  collegiate  teams  in 
the  nation. 

Grand  Junction  ended  summer 
play  with  a 37-13  record  and  a 
league  championship  with  the 
help  of  three  homeruns  and  15 
RBIs  by  Brown,  and  eight 
homeruns  by  Coon. 

NCAA  District  Seven  All-Star, 
Lee  lorg,  traveled  to  Humbolt, 
Calif.,  where  he  batted  .340  with 
23  RBIs. 

Iorg,  a BYU  junior  outfielder,  in 
his  third  summer  with  Humbolt, 
helped  them  to  their  tenth 
consecutive  state  championship. 

Doug  Coon,  a sophomore 
returning  letterman,  and  Bill 
O’Keefe,  senior  outfielder,  led 
their  hometown  team  in  Las 
Vegas  to  a league  championship. 
Coon,  as  a pitcher,  collected  eight 
wins  against  only  one  loss,  while 
O’Keefe  swung  the  bat  at  a .350 
clip. 

BYU  junior  pitcher,  Steve 
McNulty,  traveled  to  South 
Dakota  where  he  won  three  and 
lost  one  while  earning  a 2.30 
ERA.  McNulty  had  a 5-1  record 
for  BYU  last  year. 

Four  BYU  lettermen,  Brad 
Bevan,  Craig  Hunt,  Grig  Clawson 
and  Mark  Schofield,  combined 
their  talents  in  helping  the  local 
Provo  team  to  a 20-3  league 
championship. 

Baseball  head  mentor,  Glenn 
Tuckett,  said  in  explaining  BYU 
baseballer’s  popularity, 
“Everybody  in  the  country  wants 
players  from  BYU  because  of 
their  playing  and  because  of  the 
type  of  kids  they  are.” 

O’Keefe  said  the  summer 


baseball  helped  to  keep  him  in 
shape. 

Hunt  echoed  O’Keefe’s  feelings 
and  added,  “I  got  a lot  of  chances 
to  pitch  a lot  of  innings.”  Hunt 
had  a 15-1  record  during  the 
summer. 

“Summer  baseball  gave  me 
everything  1 needed,”  he  added. 

Dave  Coon  felt  the  summer 
baseball  gave  him  needed 
exposure  and  experience. 

“I  really  improved  my  hitting;  1 
learned  a lot  of  things,”  Coon 
said. 

Coach  Tuckett  explained  for 


those  who  played  summer 
baseball,  “It’s  like  playing  another 
year  of  college  ball.” 

Iorg  said  the  summer  helped 
him  cut  down  on  his  strikeouts. 

“Last  year  I struck  out  25  times 
compared  to  five  times  during  the 
summer,”  he  said. 

Iorg  added  summer  baseball  also 
helps  in  other  ways. 

“You  learn  to  get  along  with 
others.  Many  of  the  players  would 
drink  after  a game,  and  I had  to 
learn  to  accept  the  guys  but  not 
to  join  them,”  he  explained.

That  is  what  John  Monahan, 
BYU’s  offensive  lineman,  had  to 
say  when  he  walked  into  the 
varsity  locker  room  for  this 
interview.

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American 
dead  in 
Uganda 


UGANDA  (AP)  - A former 
American  Peace  Corps  volunteer 
has  been  killed  and  nine  other 
U.S.  citizens  have  been  arrested  in 
Uganda  since  the  East  African 
nation  began  fighting  off  an 
invasion  launched  from  Tanzania, 
the  State  Department  announced 
Tuesday. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Ugandan 
government  claimed  its  forces 
have  “completely  routed”  the 
invading  force.  It  said  the  enemy’s 


weapons  and  vehicles  have  been 
captured  and  that  the  invading 
soldiers  are  stealing  bicycles, 
discarding  their  uniforms  and 
looting  property  as  they  retreat 
into  Tanzania. 

The  State  Department 
identified  the  former  Peace 
Corpsman  as  Louis  Morton  of 
Houston,  Texas. 

Dispatches  received  in  London 
said  more  than  60  foreigners  have 


been  arrested  in  Uganda  since 
fighting  began  Sunday. 

A State  Department  spokesman 
in  Washington  said  Morton  and 
another  former  Peace  Corps 
volunteer,  Robert  Freed  of 
Madison,  Wis.,  were  enroute  from 
Mbarara  to  Kampala  on  Sunday, 
“apparently  unaware  of  the 
fighting  in  the  area.” 

The  two  were  stopped  twice  on 
the  road,  but  allowed  to  continue. 
Despite  this  permission,  they  were 
shot  at.  Morton  died.  Freed  was 


slightly  injured  and  picked  up  by 
soldiers.  He  was  taken  to 
Kampala,  the  spokesman  said. 

The  other  nine  Americans  being 
held  include  Peace  Corps  workers, 
missionaries  and  Associated  Press 
correspondent  Andrew  Torchia. 

Tanzania,  which  denies  any  part 
in  the  invasion,  said  it  would 
retaliate  for  three  Ugandan  air 
attacks  on  the  northern  Tanzanian 
town  of  Bukoba  Monday  ^ and 
Tuesday.

First  Congressional  District 
candidate  Robert  K.  Wolthuis  of 
Ogden  attacked  his  Democratic 
opponent  Monday  on  two 
fronts-revenue  sharing  and  labor 
union  support.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
When  the  Salt  Lake  County  Board 
of  Equalization  decided  not  to 
send  tax  notices  for  certain 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  property,  it 
acted  in  the  best  interest  of 
county  taxpayers,  a spokesman 
for  the  church  said  recently. 

“Our  records  show  that  last 
year  our,  church  welfare  program

“In  other  words,  the  county 
and  other  government  agencies 
were  relieved  of  that  amount  in 
welfare  assistance.” 

Child  said  if  LDS  welfare 
properties  were  taxed  by  the 
county,  the  total  would  be  about 
$87,616  annually.  “Broken  down, 
this  total  includes  $31,239  for 
church  welfare  farms,  $23,944  for

per  cent  favorable  labor  union 
rating. 

He  criticized  McKay  for  voting  - 
to  keep  dock  strike  legislation 
from  a vote  and  had  voted  to  give 
food  stamps  to  strikers. 

He  also  claimed  McKay’s  vote 
against  revenue  sharing 
demonstrated  the  congressman’s 
“failure  to  heed  the  needs  of  our 
local  communities.”

“have  spent  most  of  their  adult 
lives  under  the  cloud  of  the 
Vietnam  war  and  so  many  of 
them  can’t  find  jobs 
now-including  myself,  for  one.” 

President  Nixon’s  brother  Ed 
Nixon  will  arrive  in  Salt  Lake  City 
Sept.  28  for  a news  conference 
and  campaign  rally  with  Strike  at 
the  Terrace  Ballroom.  Another 
rally  will  be  in  Provo. 

Monday  Strike  set  forth  a 
four-point  program  for  reform 
and  called  for  change  “from 
government  politicians  to 
government  by  citizens.” 

His  prison  plan  included: 

-an  interstate  compact  in  the 
Mountain  West  for  a unified 
prison  system  with  strong 
rehabilitative  programs. 

-additional  community 
corrections  programs  under  the 
interstate  compact. 

-more  surveillance  of  prison 
machine  shops  and  other  facilities 
“where  lethal  weapons  have  been 
made.  Make  the  prison  a nearly 
impossible  place  from  which  to 
escape  while  emphasizing  the 
rehabilitation  of  all  criminals.” 

— a call  upon . business  and 
community  leaders  to  provide 
opportunities  for  prisoners  to 
learn  trades  and  skills. 

“The  problems  centering 
around  the  Utah  State  Prison 
today  are  like  so  many  of  the 
other  problems  facing  us  in 
Utah,”  Strike  told  the  Salt  Lake 
County  Bar  Association. 


Parking  continues  to  be  a 
problem  for  some  students,  but 
Lt.  Robert  W.  Kelshaw,  assistant 
security  chief,  said  there  is  ample 
parking  space  for  all  students  if 
they  would  only  obey  parking 
regulations. 

Approximately  13,000  parking 
permits  are  issued  each  year,  and 
with  the  coming  and  going  of 
students  through  out  the  day,  the 
7,780  students  parking  spaces 
available  should  be  enough  to 
accommodate  the  drivers  if  it 
were  not  for  the  students  who 
continue  to  park  on  campus 
without  registration  or  permits,  he 
added. 

According  to  Lt.  Kelshaw,  the 
main  problem  with  campus 
parking  is  the  students  who  park 
illegally.  Every  person  attending 
BYU  who  owns  a car,  faculty 
included,  must  register  the  car 
with  BYU  security  and  if  on 
campus  parking  is  desired,  must 
obtain  a parking  permit  from  the 
security  office,  B-66  ASB. 

To  combat  the  problem  of 
students  parking  without  permits 
or  registration,  Security  has 
instituted  a new  warning  system. 
Drivers  of  cars  parked  illegally  will 
be  issued  a warning  that  they  are 
in  violation. 

If  after  two  warnings  have  been 
issued,  the  student  still  continues 
to  park  illegally,  a local  wrecker 
will  be  called  and  the  car  towed 
away  at  the  student’s  expense.  Six 
cars  have  been  towed  away  so  far 
this  year. 

Sunday  parking  continues  to  be 
a big  problem  and  Lt.  Kelshaw 


urged  students  to  obey  all  park 
.regulations  on  this  day  as  well  ; 
all  other  days  of  the  week.  Dea 
stalls,  service  areas  and  handii  i v 
areas  are  restricted  to  vehi(  f 
with  special  permits  only,  se'  , v 
days  a week,  twenty-four  houi  j 
day.  Citations  will  be  issued  l 
violators.  However,  time  zones 
open  all  day  Sundays.
